THOMAS JEFFERSON ON THE ELECT 
ORAL UOMMISSION 


A grertt grand-daugh‘er of Thomas 
Jefferson, Miss Sarah N. Randolph, 
furnishes the New York World with a 
memorandum prepared by her dis 
tinguished ancestor, of practicable sug- 
vestions toward a bill to regulate the 
decision of disputes over the results of 
a presidential election. Miss Randolph 
is a grand-daughter, also, of Wilson 
Cary Nicholas, who was a senator from 
Virginia in 1800, and this document, 
which is appended, was found among 
the latter’s papers about two months 
ago, tc® late for use in the heated con- 
gressional debates _on the late presi 
dential election. The following is the 
memorandum, which was pabiished by 


the World in fac simile: 

Whereas on an election of the preside tor 
vice-president of the United States, questions 
may arise whether an elector has been ap- 
pointed in such manner as the legis'ature of his 
stale may have directed ? 

Whether the time at which he has chosen and 
the day on which he gave his vote, were those 
determined by congress ? 

Whether he were not at the time a senator or 
representative of the United States, or heid an 
office of trust or profit under the United States? 

Whether one at least of persons he has yoted 
‘or is an inhabitant of a state other than his 
own? 

Whether the electors voted by ballot or have 
signed, vertified and transmitted to the preri- 
dent of the senate a list of all the persons voted 
for, and of the number of votes for each ? 

Whether the persous voted for are natural, 
born eitizens; or were citizens of the United 
States at the time of the adoption of the constl- 
tution, were thirty-five years old, und had been 
fourteen years resident within tie United States?’ 

Aud the constitution of the United States hev- 
ing directed that the president of the senate 
shall, i: the presence of the senate end house of 
repiesentatives, open all the certificates, and 
that the votes shail be counted, from whieh is 
most reasoualiy infe red that they are to be 
counted by the members composing the said 
houses and brougnt there for that office no 
other being assigued them, and inferred the 
more reasonably, as thereby the constitutional 
weight of each state in the elec ion of these 
high officers is exectly preserved in the tribunal 
which is to judge of ite validity, the number of 
senators and representatives from each state 
composing the said tribunal being exactly that 
of the electors of the same state. 

Be it therefore enacted, etc., [here iusert the 
former clause | 

Provides that the certificates of the executive 
of any estate shall be couciusive evidence that 
the requisite number of votes has been given 
for erch elector named by him assuch, [Here 
add all other limitations on the preceding 
questions weich may be thought proper, statirg 
what the two houses siall not decide ] 

Aod be it further enacted, That whensoever 
the vote of one Or more of the electors of any 
state shall, for any Cause whatever, be adjudged 
invalid it shall be lawful for the senators and 
rep: eselitatives of the said state, either in the 
presence of the two houses, Or separately aid 
withdrawn from them, to decide by their own 
votes to which of the persons voted for any of 
the electors of their state (or to what person) 
the iuvyalid vote or votes shail be given, for 
which person they shail be allowed the term of 
ove hour and no lounger, duriug which no other 
certificate shal) be offered or proceeded on. 


DEATH OF HON. RALEIGH T. DANIHL 


A telegram from Richmond, Va., a 
few days ego, announced the death, af- 
ter two days’ illness, of ilon. Raleigh 
T: Daniel, attorney general of Virginia. 
He was re~nominated but a few days 
ago by the Virginia conservative con- 
vention for the position which he has 
occupied with so much ability and 
credit, and mace one of his best 
speeches in accepting that nomination. 
He bad attained the age of seventy-two 
vears, and was considered one of the 
first lawyers of the Virginia bar. He 
was a native of Stafford county, and at 
an early age became a member of the 
household of his kinsman, Judge Peter 
VY. Daniel, sr., of Richmond, with whom 
he studied law, and stortly after being 
admitted to the bar was elected com-~ 
monwealth’s attorney of Henrico coun- 
ty, a position which he long filled with 
marked ability. In polities he wasa 
whig, and for six years was a member 
of the governor’s council. Afterwards 
he represented Richmond city in the 
Virginia legislature, where he distin- 
guished himself as a ready and power- 
ful debater. During the campaign of 
1869, Mr. Daniel was chairman of the 
conservative state executive commit- 
tee, and displayed great tact and ener- 
gy inthe management of the canvass. 
In 1873 he was nominated for attorney 
general of the state on the ticket with 
Gov. Kemper, and elected by a large 
majority,

VALUABLE DISCOVERY 18 -HOUSTON 
COUNTY. 

The Perry Home Journal learns 
from Mr. M. T. Singleton, of the gee- 
logical survey, that he has discovered 
a considerable amount of “greensand 
marl” in Houston county. Although 
not yet analyzed. he thinks it must be 
equal, if not superior, to the celebrated 
New Jersey greensand. Its natural 
position is from twenty to fifty feet 
vertically above the limestone stratum, 
and a bed on Mr. J. W. Clarke’s place 
near Perry 1s some two feet thick, and, 
doubtless extends through the country 
on the lime Jands and in clore proxim- 
ity to the valuable “white mari” de- 
posits on the plantation of Major Bel- 
vin in the western, and Dr. Palmer in 
the eastern part of the county. 

This is the first “greensand marl” 
found in Georgia. It contains very lit- 
tle, if any, lime, but is far superior to 
caleareons marls as amapure. The 
white marl is really not a manure, bu! 
simply # stimulant, that is when the 
principal ingredient islime. The lime 
by chemica) action merely decom poset 
and sets: at liberty the nutritious ele 
ments elready contained in the soil 
and is very exhaustive in its operation 

The “greensend” ig a true manure, 
and is récuperative and permanent i: 
itseffects. The green color is due 
a silicate of iron and potash. It con- 
trains a large amount of potash and sol 
uble sili¢a, and hence is fine for graip 
crops. It also contains phosphor 
acids and other valuable elements. 
When mixed with a little commercial 
superphosphate of lime and ammonia 
eal salts:1t makes a fertilizer equal t 
stable manure. The iron it contains 
might prove injurious on wet lands. 
otherwise its application is perfectly 
eafe in any quantities. A small portion 
of white marl mixed with it might be 
beneficial. If the greensand is dug up 
and left ex posed for some time previou 
to its application, it will become thor 
oughly pulverized and improved. The 
«xposuré will correct any acidity re 
sulting from the presence of iron. 

This is indeed a discovery of gre: { 
importance,and is really far better than 
ifa gold mine had been found in Hous 
ton. The Journal trusts Major Belvin 
and other citizens will experiment op 
these products and believes that with 
their present knowledge of such thing: 
and their great interest in developing 
the resources of our country, they may 
make important discoyeries and im 
provements in fertilizers. Persons 
owning land on the lime ridge would do 
well to examine and see if they haye 
not a portion of tnis valuable materia! 
on their places. Mr. Singleton is 
plying himself to work with great in- 
dustry and intelligence. Major Belvin 
has a communication from the state 
geologist giving much valuable infor- 
mation concerning the nature and ap- 
plication, of this valuable material, 
from which the editor quotes liberally

ATLANTA CALLED THE CONVENTION. 


A good deal has bean said about Af 
lanta’s opposition to the calling of a 
constitutional convention in Georgia, 
and it has been said that her opposition 
was based on the fear that the conven- 
tion might work injury to the city by 
the removal of the capital, 

[. is easy to make a similar charge 
always. In this case it fortunately 
happens :that it is quite as easy to 
answerit, Atlanta did for a long time 
oppose the calling af a convention. 
She did this simply because she did 
not believe the people wanted one. 
The lightness of the vote on the ques 
tion when it was Submitted to the peo- 
ple, showed that Atlanta was right. At 
last, however, the press and politicians 
succeeded in creating what appeured to 
bea popular demand for it, and then 
Atlanta, always ready to yield tothe 
general will, stepped to the front and 
demanded that the convention be 
called simply because it was held that 
the people wanted their organic law 
revised, and Atlanta acknowledged 
that the people had a right to have 
their way in the matter. 

It was said, even then, by Atlanta’s 
enemies, that her support of the con- 
vention Was sinister. Our answer to 
this, is that Atlanta literally bad the 
matter in her own hands; and that when 
the queston was pending in the senate, 
her senator cast the vote that made the 
convention possible. 

It must be conceded, on all hands, 
that Atlanta could easily 
have defeated the call for 
a convention if she had desired. She 
could have cost 4,000 votes against it 
in Fulton county; instead of that the 
great majority of her white votes were 
cast for it. Had she been the prosper- 
ing, ambitious, unscrupulous city she 
is represented to be her senator would 
have killéd the call in the senate, or 
her peoplé would have repudiated at 
the ballot-box. She lifted herself, how- 
ever, above her own interests, and, 
hearkening to what she thought to be 
tne wish of the people, cast her vote, 
in the senate and at the ballot-box, for 
Georgia’s ‘weal.

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THE QUAINT HISTORY 
QUAINT OLD TOWN. 
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The Miat—-Miniue« Pro pec's—the 
Agricauiitural College, 


Quietly nestled among the mountains 
of northern Gcorgia, and pursuing the 

even tenor of its way, remote from the 
marts of trade, and unJisturbed by the 
shrill whistle of the locomotive, the 
North Georgia Agricoltural college is 
buat little known to-the outside world ; 
while even Georgians are apt to over- 

look it, when summing up the educa- 

tional resources of their state. And 
yet, aftera careful examination into 
ite oOrgelizalion, management, and 
practical fruits, | have no hesitation 
in declaring as my honest opinion, 
that itis tox~day accompiishing more 
valuable results io the state and peuple 
than any other literary institution 
within our borders. This mav seem 
an extravagant opinion, but any inte’- 

livenc citizen has only to go and sre 
for himself to be convinced that I have 
neither overestimated its importance 
as a seat of jearning, nor done injus- 
tice to its older and more famous com- 
petitors in the work of intellectual and 
moral enlightenment. And ié is the 
more useiui because of the ‘act that it 
stands alone. lt has carried the 
blessings ol education toa very large 
irea Of our State that has heretofore 
been cut off trom this indispensable 
condition of progress. Without money 
and without price, it has carried 
knowledge toa vast number of our 
hardiest population, who, with all the 
responsibilities cf citizenship resting 
upon them, and wiih intellects v gor 

ous and quick to compreheid, have 
for generations been leit to uature’s 
laws, thelr inherent sense ot right, for 
their social government, and without 
Lhe means of imental calture to eleyate 
them as Citizens and quailly them fol 
the duties aud responslvilities of tree 
‘men. It was feared, in the beginning 
that the work would fall from the pov- 
erty and jack of interest of the popula 

tion primariiy desigued tu be vbenetit- 
ted. Butexperience has dispelled al! 
such apprebensions. Luostead of empty 
ualis and discouraged instructors, every 
room inthe insuiation has already 
been utilized almost. Lo its tuil Capact- 
ty, while the dispensers oi learning are 
taxed by the onerous nature of thei: 
duties. Though buc tour years of age, 
its students numbered the past schol 

astic year, three hundred —-ihus ex- 
ceeding all oiher colleges ol ihe state— 
while the ayerage atlendance was two 
hundred aud seventy-four. And it is 
believed that in the early future the 
attendance will be limiied only by the 
facilities that sball provided tor 
their proper instruction, Ih tice, it is 
reasonable to predict that through the 
present generation, by that potent 
agency, aided by the common scaools, 
ihe whole mountain region ol Georgia 
ig destined te be revolutionized. With 
education of the masses will come a 
higber c:vilization. Liutellectual vigor 
and sccial refinement are the neces- 
sarv resulis of mental culture, to say 
nothing of the sense ol 
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moral Obliga 
tion and the dutiesof patriotism. And 
In the end the whole siate wiii be par- 
ticlpauts in the  biessings Lhe 
reformailon. Agriculture and minipg 
will :eceive a iresh impulse under the 
application of scientutic laws, while a 
broader and more enlightened states - 
manship will be iouud in our public 
councils. tn this view of the case the 
North Georgia agricultural college be- 
comes an object of interest to ali Geor- 
vians, apd suould command the fuster- 
ing care aud liberal support of our iaw- 
Inakers. 
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It may not be uninteresiing to give, 
in this conneciion, a brief history of 
the institution, with such comments as 
nay suggest themselves on its organi- 
zation and prac ical detaiis. ‘The build- 
ny now used by the college is a large 
and handsome edifice, situated on the 
highest eminence in the corporated 
limits of Dahlonega, and commanding 
a splendid view the nelgt boring 
mounta:a& Iti was erected by the 
United States for a mintin the vear 
1838, and used for that purpose until 
the breaking out of the late war, wher: 
it was seized by order ot the contede- 
rate government, and used simply as a 
pay cllice until its former owners again 
came into possession. For some years 
after the close of the war it was 
used as barracks by the federal soi- 
diery stationed at that point, the ma- 
chinery of the mint having been taken 
to Atlanta and sc!ld as oldiron. Inthe 
years 1860 and 1870, the building was 
in the hands ot the Freedmen’s bureau, 
and used asa negro academy. About 
that time, leading citizens of Vahlon- 
ega, headed by Hon. Wm. P. Price, 
conceived an idea that finally led to 
the establishment of the present col 
leve. Torid the building of the ne- 
yroes was the first consideration, and 
it was readily accomplished by donat~ 
ing to theman eligible site noriheast 
of the town, and the erection thereon 
of a handsome wooden buiiding, suita- 
ble both as a school-rcom and piace of 
worship. Tie next step was to pre-~ 
cure from the forty-second congress au 
act donating the mint buildiugs and 
grounds to a board of trustees, to be 
used ior educational purposes, under 
the act of 1862, to aid in the establish- 
ment ot agricultural colley es 
in the several states. Mr. 
Price, who then represented ‘that 
district in congress, and, indeed, to 
whom the pubite is chietly indebted 
for all the measures that have resulted 
so beneficially to that section, drafted, 
and by his snergy ard intlueace car- 
ried the bill successfully through both 
houses. In January, 1873, ¢he trus- 
tees, who reside in the various sections 
of the state, with a quorum at Dahlon- 
eva, organized and put in operation a 
mixed free school with 215 scbolars 
(about 25 per cent. of whom were 
females), under the title of “the North 
(jeorgia agricultural college.” (Gov. 
Smith had previously given the land 
script jund, amounting to $243,000, to 
the state university, an agricultural 
department having been created and 
added to that institution, so as to meet 
the conditions of the donations made 
by congress. Subsequently, the legis 
lature passed an act to incorporate the 
North Georgia agriculturs! college with 
the state university, and allotted tothe 
former $2,500 of the land scrip fuud, 
to be paid annually. Ovol. Price. with 
a public spirit worthy of all praise, 
turned over to the institution the sum 
of $4,200, the same being the full 
amount of his back salary voted by 
congress. About $1,200 of this latter 
amount was used in necessary repairs 
on the buildings, and the remainder 
iivested in state bonds as a permanent 
fund. The institution also receives an- 
uually from“the Peabody fund $452. 
These +ums,with a matriculation fee of 
35 in all cases where students are able 
‘to pay that amount, constitute the reg- 
ular pecuniary resuurces of the school. 
rhe trustees are, however, looking tor 
material aid from _ still another 
source. The late Governor George R 
Gilmer, by will, bequeathed to Robert 
Toombs, Alexander H. Stephens and 
others, trustees, the sum of $100 000 
to be devoted, in their discretion, to 
the education of teachers for common 
schools. This sum, now reduced by 
the war to $25 000, has been put at in- 
terest, and the purposes of the will re- 
main to be executed. Tie college has 
strong hope of having this fund, or a 
goodiv portion of it, set apart for its 
benetit, and the trustees have made 
provision lo meet all the contingencies 
athxed tothe donation. It it hoped 
that the exeeutors of Governor Gilmer 
will respond favorably to the applica- 
tion ; it is very certain, in my opinion 
at least, that they can give it oo direc- 
tion that will more eff ctually carry 
out the patriotic intentions of the dis- 
tinguished testator. 

The college has also some other smal! 
sources of income in_ private subscrip- 
tions, ete., but taken altogether, the 
endowment is wholly inadequate to the 
vast work that is craving the attention 
of the institution. Certainly a school 
that is doing so much good, and is so 
full of promise for the iuture, will not 
be allowed to halt in its career of use 
fulness from a want of the necessary 
means. Its claims deserve the earnest 
consideration of cur law~makers and of 
the friends of education throughout the 
state. 

The curriculum of studies is the 
same as that adopted by the state uni 
versity, of which as aiready stated, 
it is legally a part, and all the 
chairs are now filled with well educa- 
ted and experienced professors. Hon. 
David W. Lewis, a gentleman well 
known throughout the state, and es- 
teemed alike for his exalted character | 
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iberal attainments, is the official 
of the institution. He is thor- 
onghiy enthused with his work, and 
in the double eharactef of instractor of 
youth and patriarch ofa large family, 
is performing for the rising generation 
and for the state, a service of inca!cula- 
ble value. He is eminently the man 
for the piace, and the t:ustees Lave ac 
ted most wisely in securing so dis- 
creet and faithiul a guide for their pio- 
neer institution. 
The legislature, at its last session, 
passed an act requiring the establish-~ 
ment of a norma! department for 
the education of teachers, and it 
will be carried into ¢ fect at the earliest 
day practicable. Tle school, however, 
is already normal in one of its most 
interesting features. Alter the summer 
commencement each year from forty to 
hity of the more advanced scholars are 
sentforth with proper credentials, in 
the form a orthted license, to take 
‘charge of couuty schools in the more 
sparsely sections of the _ state. 
‘lt ese young teachers realize from $60 
to $150 per year from their labors in 
this particular field, and at the begin- 
ning of another year return to college 
an‘ resume their studies. It is esti- 
mated that during the past year four 
thousand pupils haye been taught in 
this way, only those paying who can. 
In accordance witn the provisions ot 
the Jand script ect of congress, a mili- 
tary department was established som. 
tume since, but the number of details 
allowed bv the act having been ex- 
harsted. I: was not uitil March last 
that it Was put into practical operation. 
Lieut. voseph Garrard, of the 4th ar- 
tillery, U.S. A., a citizen of Kentucky, 
was detailed and ordered to report at 
Dahlonega as professor of tacties and 
commandant of cadets. At its last ses- 
sior, Congress voted 150 stand of arms 
—Springheld cadet breech loading ri- 
fles —with the necessary accoutrements, 
for the use of the cadets. Lieutenant 
Garrard immedia‘ely sat about the 
work Of organization, and has already 
atine battaion of welldrilled youny 
soldiers under his command. . 
K'orty-six counties of the state are 
represented in the catalogue of stu 
dents. There are several from Chat- 
ham, six from Glyun, twenty-two from 
kulton, and a number from the various 
counties of middie Georgia, though the 
yreat body of them hail from what are 
known as the Cherokee counties. A 
poruion of the students board with the 
president in the college building, where 
the chaige is from $12 to $14 per 
month, according to accommodations 
(he larger portion are quartered with 
the families of the viilage, and pa; 
from 36 to p12 per month, while quite a 
Dumber lorm themselves into private 
messes, doing their own gardening, 
cooking and housework.
